(of August jist, that MM. Scuurnor 
and. Bossuxir,: of the ’ Paris observatory, 
_ had recently recommended the immediate 
“institution” of “a Ysearch for ‘the comet 
of 1812, and“had’ prepared extensive 

_ephemerides to guide astronomers in seck- 
ing, or, as it is termed, “ sweeping,” for it. 

‘ Encke demonstrated from the observations 

. of Bi2 that the orbit could not be a pars 
abola, and'that the comet must return to 
“the bun; and he assigned to it a pariod of 

4-90.97 years. MM. Scuutuor. and, Bossrar 
have now rigorously rediscussed the obser- 
«vations, and found that they give 71.7 years 
* as the most probable period ; though these 
idered thatthat periadmigh 
be reduced by planetary perturbations 
in the: interval, sufficiently to. bring the 
comet back to its perihelion’ about the 
middle ofnext year, The old observations 
are, however, so: deficient ‘in precision or 
‘detail that there is a large and unavoidable 
uncertainty In the result, amounting to plus 
or nintes 3} years, which gives a Hmit for the 
comet's return ranging from about the 
beginning of 1880 until the end of 1886, In 
2 two or three weeks we shall doubtless have
